One reason advanced in administra- 
tion circles in support of a theory that 
the German submarine campaign might 
not actually begin before April 1 was 
that the extremely cold weather in the 
North Sea and the Atlantic about the 
British Isles would neécesarily delay it. 

It was understood that the United 
States is not inclined to ask for a post- 
ponement of the submarine policy be- 
cause such a step might be construed 
as recognizing its validity. 

The President was encouraged by a 
large number of telegrams today from 
different parts of the country support- 
ing his stand and was represented 
hy officials as being absolutely detsr- 
mined to maintain his position. 

On the other hand, letters from many 
parts of the country, urging passage of 
a resolution, poured into the Foreign 
Affairs Committee office.

He expressed con- 
fidence that the explanations of the 
central Powers of the situation which 
had arisen over their armed merchant- 
men would soon be received, and that 
the explanations would put a different 
aspect upon matters. 

Senator Gore Changes His Plans. 

Senator Gore, who yesterday was pre- 
vented by the rules from introducing 
a bill in the Senate and a concurrent 
resolution in both branches of Con- 
gtess werning Americans off armed 
merchant ships of the belligerents, has 
decided that he will not make a speech 
on his resolution when he presents 
it, although he intended to do so. He 
is said to have abandoned his purpose 
of urging congressional interference 
with the plans of the President at the 
rolicitation of some of his associates. 

Senator Stone's letter, to which the 
resident replied, revealed that the Mis- 
souri Senator, who is chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee of the 
Senate, apparently was prepared to sup- 
port some o* the various pending pro- 
posals. 

He told of his efforts to prevent any 
hasty action 'n Congress that might em- 

rrass President Wilson in his diplo- 
matic negotiations with Germany on 
submarine warfare and added tha: the 
President should be left free to conduct 
the négotiations until his efforts have 
been exhaus‘ed. 
Germany’s Reply Forecast. 

Confidential advices from Berlin 
have indicated that Germany would 
reply that al! assurances previously giv- 
en would be observed, but that they ap- 
plied only tc unarmed vessels, and 
would propose discussion of what de 
fensive armament properly may be. How 
far such a proposal would go toward 
altering the situation is said to depend 
largely upon additional information as 
to how armed British merchantment are 
said to have warred on German eub- 
mersibles, which is now on the way to 
Washington Ay mail. 

Administration officials reiterated the 
declaration that the United States never 
has departed since the beginning of the 
submarine controversy from its firm 
stand for the observance of internationa] 
law. And they point out that through- 
out history the right of a merchantman 
te, carry hmited armament, soleiy for 
detense, never has been questioned. 
What Canvass of Congress Shows. 

A canvass of the Senate yesterday 
disclosed sentiment in favor of President 
Wilson’s position dominating.

Defining Armed Ship Policy; 
Senator Stone’s Note to Him 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25. 


E letter of President Wilson to Senator Stone, chairman of the 
| Foreign Relations Committee, in which the President defines ful- 


ly his policy as to armed ships, follows: 
The White House, Washington, February 24, 1916. 

My Dear Senator: I very warmly appreciate your kind and frank 
letter of today, and feel that it calls for an equally frank reply. 

You are right in assuming that I shall do everything in my power 
to keep the United States out of war. I think the country will feel no 
uneasiness about my course in that respect. Through many anxious 
months I have striven for that object, amidst difficulties more manifold 
than can have been apparent upon the surface, and so far I have suc- 
ceeded. I do not doubt that I shall continue to succeed. 

The course which the central European Powers have announced their 
intention of following in the future with regard to urdersea warfare 
seems for the moment to threaten insuperable obstacles, but its apparent 
meaning is so manifestly inconsistent with explicit assurances recently 
given up by those Powers with regard to their treatment of merchant ves- 
sels on the high seas that I must believe that explanations will presently 
ensue which will put a different aspect upon it. We have had no reason 
to question their good faith or their fidelity to their promises in the past 
and I, for one, feel confident that we shall have none in the future. 

But in any event our duty is clear. No nation, no group of nations, 
has the right while war is in progress, to alter or disregard the principles 
which all nations have agreed upon in mitigation of the horfors and suf- 
ferings of war; and if the clear rights of American citizens should ever 
unhappily be abridged or denied by any such action, we should, it seems 
to me, have in honor no choice as to what our own course should be. 


For my own part, I cannot consent to any abridgment. of the rights 
of American citizens in any respect. The honor and self-respect of the 
nation is involved. We covet peace, and shall preserve it at any cost, 
but the loss of honor. To forbid our people to exercise their rights for 
fear we might be called upon to vindicate them would be a deep humilia- 
tion indeed. It would be an implicit, all but an explicit, acquiescence in 
the violation of the rights of mankind everywhere and of whatever na- 
tion or allegiance. It would be a deliberate abdiction of our hitherto 
proud position as spokesmen, even amidst the turmoil of war, for the law 
and the right. It would make everything this Government has attempt- 
ed and ‘everything that it has achieved during this terrible struggle of 
nations meaningless and futile. . 

It is important to reflect that if in this instance we allowed expe- 
dieney to take the place of prineiple, the door would inevitably be opened 
to still further concessions. Once accept a single abatement of right and 
many other humiliations would certainly follow, and the whole: fine 
fabric of international law might crumble under our hands, piece by piece. 
What we are contending for in this matter is of the very essence of the 
things that have made America a sovereign nation. She cannot yield 
them without conceding her own impotency as a nation and making vir- 
tual surrender of her independent position among the nations of the 
world. 2 

I am speaking, my dear Senator, in deep solemnity, without heat, 
with a clear consciousness of the high responsibilities of my office, and 
as your sincere and devoted friend. If we should unhappily differ, we 
shall differ as friends; but where issues so momentous as these are in- 
volved we must, just because we are friends, speak our minds without 


reservation. Faithfully yours,

Artillery Fire Is So Terrific That Underground 
Works Have Become of Little Value England 
Believes Drive Is Part of General Offensive. 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—The great Verdun 
battle, which is being watched in En- 
gland with keen interest, but thus far 
without anxiety, is regarded here as the 
long-expected big German spring offen- 
sive. It is pointed out that the French, 
profiting by their earlier experiences in 
the war, now rarely hold their advanced 
trenches strongly, and that, therefore, 
their withdrawal at some points to the 
second line is no sign of weakness. 

On the other hand, it is believed that 
the French Generals are pursuing. the 
tactics of allowing the enemy to as- 
Sault in masses which involves enormous 
sacrifices to the Germans. The military 
critics point out that after three days 
of desperate assault the French second 
line defenses are still intact everywhere.

city. 

Stinson explained that the Wabash re- 
cently issued a tariff providing for spe- 
cial trucking and elevator service at 
Cupples Station because a committee of 
general managers of railroads fhougnt 
the practice should be legalized' by a 
s;-ecific tariff provision. . 

It was expected, he said, that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission would 
be called on to decide whether or not 
this tariff provision was a discrimina- 
tion against shippers who were not ten- 
arts in the Cupples Block. 

Stinson gave the capacity of the other 
yerds used by the Wabash and said that 
the public served at the Cupples Sta- 
tion could not be adequately served at 
the other yards. If Cupples Station was 
eleminated the Wabash would have no

The suggestion for the mass meeting 
which it is intended also shall protest 
against a passible “whitewash’’ in. the 
Eaton-Rowe split-salary charges, will be 
presented to the Illinois Republican 
Women’s League at a meeting to be 
held today. 

The statement says that, the preseiit 
trouble in the Welfare Buréau i is not a 
“petticoat scandal,” but is merely 3 
"showing of the spoils system as it op- 
erates in the city government.“ 

Fear that the graft charges made oy 
Mrs. Eaton against Mrs: Rowe woul 
cast reflections on suffrage was voiced 
by prominent suffrage leaders today. 

Argument Against Suffrage. 

If any woman does anything wrong 
in any way it is an argument against 
suffrage, said Mrs. Catherine Waugh 
McCulloch, a leader in the Illinois’ sut- 
frage movement. 

“There is no denying it, there's no 
logic in it. The whole country is look- 
ing at Chicago. We. have to be on our 
good behavior. It must be said, how- 
ever, that neither of the women in- 
volved were backed by suffrage organ- 
izations. But even so, we shall he 
judged by the conduct of two women.” 

Mrs. Eaton today repeated her story 
that she was forced to pay one-third 
of her $3000 salary to aid Mrs. Margaret 
E. Milevaz, sister-in-law of Mayor 
Thompson, before the Civil Service Com- 
mission.

Namés Two Banks and Promi- 
nent Men as Members of 
the Syndicate. 


Thomas H. McKittrick, presijien: of 
the defunct Hargadine-MeKittrick Lry 
Goods Co., under cross-exaniination in 
Circuit Judge Shields court today in 


the receivership suit against his firm, 
disclosed the personnel of the syndicate 
which financed tue 21-story Railway Ex- 
change Building after the Hargadine- 
MeKittrick Co. found it could not ecni- 
plete the financing of the building. 

The principal subscribers to the build 
ing syndicate, he said, were the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., National Bank 
of Commerce, McMillan Estate, W. 
Bixby, Thomas H. West, Edward Mai- 
linckrodt, John D. Filley, Mr. Jones, 
J. D. Bascom, P. C. Maffitt, M. Shoen- 
berg, David May, A. G. Edwards. 
George Tower. G. H. Walker & Co. ald 
William R. Thompson & Co. 

This syndicate, McKittrick testified, 
put up the necessary money to complete 
the building, and now held, as security 
2.700.000 of annuity certificates and .- 
875,000 bonds. The syndicate was formed 
by John D. Filley and R. McKittrick 
Jones, who acted as syndicate managers. 

MeKittrick Not in It. 

McKittrick testified that he had not 
subscribed for any of the building bonds 
or the annuity certificates, as he had no 
more money with which to subscribe. 
He had told, previously, of putting up 
$300,000, together with relatives, for which 
the family got worthless securities. He 
said he was not permitted to get the 
same securities as the syndicate mem- 
bers got. 

Previously McKittrick had stated that 
at the time he caused this syndicate to 
be created, he considered his personal 
obligations, which he had assumed 
theretofore, were at an end. Today he 
told that one of these personal obliga- 
tions was to construct a $4,200,000 build- 
ing, and the other to restore to the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick treasury $1,900,000, 
which the company, with the consent of 
its directors, had invested in the Rall- 
way Exchange enterprise up to the time 
the building syndicate was formed. 

Both of these obligations, he testified, 
passed to the syndicate. The first obli- 
gation, he declared, has been carrie] 
cut, as the building has been erected. 
He said he considered the syndicate 
managers would assume the obligation 
of returning $1,900,000 to the Hargadine- 
McKittrick treasury, as the means with 
which to return the money—namely, 
possesion of the building—had passed 
out of his hands, 

First Losses in 1908. 

McKittrick admitted that the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick company lost $20,000 n 
19008. This was the first loss since. the 
Civil War, he said. He also admitted 
that in June of that vear a dividend 
had been paid, but said the December 
dividend was passed. Business in the 
spring had not been bad, he said, and 
the directors felt a dividend was justi- 
fied by the receipts. But after that, he 
said, no further dividends were paid 
urtil the profit and loss ledger showed 
a credit. 

The witness was asked if the Harga- 
dine-McKittrick Co. spent $130,000 in 
collecting §283,000 of old book accounts of 
the Barr store, at the time the Barr 
store was purchased in 190. He denied 
this, and then explained that the Har- 
gadine-McKittrick company paid out a 
considerable sum on the Barr store 
debts which it had assumed with the 
store.

hear reports of the work of the last 
year, and to elect officers. This is the 
organization through which the Post- 
Dispatch Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund 
is distributed every summer, and the 
officers, in their reports, called attention 
to the valuable aid rendered by the 
Post-Dispatch in the campaign to save 
the lives of babies. 

All the officers were re-elected except 
Isaac H. Orr, who was treasurer. Orr 
is ill in a sanitarium in Denver, and he 
wrote that he felt he must insist upon 
his resignation being accepted. He had 
been treasurer since the commission 
was organized, 12 years ago, and it was 
with regret that the board accepted his 
resignation. Arthur H. Burg, former 
assistant treasurer, was elected to sue- 
ceed him. 

The other officers are: President, Dr. 
George M. Tuttle; secretary, H. E. Mort- 
land; first vice president, Dr. John Za- 
horsky; second vice president, Mrs. 
Philip N. Moore; third vice president, 
Dr. Adrian L. Bleyer. Dr. B. L. Veder 
was the only new member elected to the 
Board of Directors. 

Balance of 83880. 

Reports of .officers and committees 
showed progress in the last year, and 
satisfactory financial condition at pres- 
ent. The treasurer reported a balance 
on hand of $3880.78. He pointed out, 
however, that this sum will have to 
take care of the work until about the 
first of June, as the commission receives 
practically no contributions during the 
spring. He said he hoped the amount 
would be sufficient, but could not be 
sure of it. 

The total receipts in the last year 
were $17,288.81, which included a balance 
of $3003.43 carried over from the preced- 
ing year. The Post-Dispatch fund 
added $2888.70. There were direct dona- 
tions of $3953.98, and the sale of milk 
brought $6100.42. The certification f 
milk for dairies brought $1186.20, and the 
daily balances earned $65.88 in interest. 
The total paid out was $13,408.03. 

The mortality report showed the 
smallest number of déaths among ba- 
blies unuer one year old of any year 
since the commission was organized. 
This was 1179, the rate being 80.06 to the 
1000. In 1914 there were 1543 deaths, or 
103.3 to the 1000. In 1906, only two years 
after the commission was founded, there 
were 1814 deaths of infants under one 
year, or 134.5 to the 1000. Although there 
has been a marked decline in this death 
rate nearly every year since the work 
was started, showing the results accom- 
plisbed by pure milk, the commission 
said the unusually great decrease in the 
last year was partly due to the cool 
summer. | 

Cared for 1418 Babies. 

The number of babies cared for last 
year was 1418 In addition 6136 visits 
were made to the 11 clinics operated by 
the commission, where formulas and 
suggestions for the feeding of babies 
were given. Attention was called to the 
fact that in the last year the city uas 
appropriated funds to maintain four 
nurses at these clinics. 

The commission distributed last year 
438,139 bottles of milk. The year before 
579,064 bottles were distributed. This 
decrease was attributed to the cool sum- 
mer with a resultant small demand for 
the milk, as all needy cases coming to 
the attention of the commission were 
cared for. There was an increase of 
19.51 per cent in the amount of milk 
distributed free. 

Certified milk, it was reported, is now 
being produced: by nine dairies, two 
having been added in the last year. The 
committee on certification reported that 
the dairies were working .onscientiously 
with the commission in an effort to put 
cut milk of the highest possible de- 
gree of purity.

firm's claims was made exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch Feb. 7. H. B. Kelly 
at that time stated his firm had fur- 
nished the Fund Commission with a 
plan whereby they could sell the capitol 
bonds, whereas the commission’s pre- 
vious efforts to sell the bonds had been 
unsuccessful. Kelly also claimed that 
the New York Life Insurance Co. had 
agreed to buy the bonds, through the 
Kelly firm. This statement was sub- 
stantiated by statements made by fis- 
cal officers of the life insurance com- 
pany. 

The bonds had been offered at 8% per 
cent interest, and later the commission 
offered a bonus of $47.6666 per thousand 
dollars of the bonds. This bonus 
brought the earning power of the bonds 
up to 4 per cent, but they still lacked % 
per cent of having an earning high 
enough to attract investors. The Kelly. 
firm claimed that it solved the problem 
by suggesting that the bond issue should 
be refunded. and refunding bonds be is- 
sued at the same rate of interest, but 
for an average life of five years, in- 
stead of 10, as under the capitol bond 
issue. This would bring the earning of 
the bonds up to about 4% per cent. 

The Fund Commission adopted this 
plan, and the Kelly firm insists that the 
sale of the bonds afterward to the Mer- 
eantile Trust Co., with a bonus to the 
Mercantile of nearly $125,000, was a 
bredch of agreement by Gov. Major. 
The Kelly firm presented a claim of $23,- 
000 to the Legislature, for alleged vio- 
lation of verbal agreement to let the 
firm dispose of the bonds. Attorney- 
General Barker, Auditor Gordon and 
Treasurer Deal, who, with the Governor, 
compose the Fund Commission, have ad- 
mitted that Kelly has a, valid claim. 

Gov. Major's statement follows: 

“One H. B. Kelly of Kelly & Kelly, 
bond attorneys and brokers of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., has mailed a circular 
leter to a number of papers and peo- 
ple throughout the State, setting 
forth that his firm was entitled to a 
commission for services rendered in 
the sale of the capitol building bonds, 
and that there had been a violation of 
contract or breach of faith with his 
said firm in relation thereto, 

“This is to say that Kelly & Kelly 
are not entitled to a single cent from 
the State of Missouri. There was no 
violation of contract or breach of 
faith with said firm in any manner. 
This firm undertook to force its ser- 
vices upon the State by suggesting 
this, that or the other, and claimed 
that the firm possessed abilities not 
possessed by anyone else, to dispose 
of the bonds, but at no time rendered 
the State any service, and the State 
was never obligated to the firm 
legally or morally. These gentlemen 
were long on voluntary plans and 
conversation, but short on everything 
else. From the very first, I refused 
to have anything to do with this 
firm. 

“A number of people tried to sell the 
‘bonds, but failed to do 80. The bonds 
were ultimately sold, by authority 57 
the fund commissioners upon contract, 
to the Mercantile Trust Co., and for tha 
best price the commissioners could od- 
tain from anyone. These bonds were 
uct sold by me, but by the fund commis- 
sioners by record duly made and con- 
tracts duly executed by the fund com- 
missioners and the officers thereof. No 
one could sell these bonds, or have au- 
thority to sell them, save and except 
such authority be given by affirmative 
action of the Board of Funda Commis- 
sioners. 

“During the last Legislature Kelly & 
Kelly secured an appropriation from the 
Legislature to pay said firm $16,000 for 
expert services, etc. The Legislature 
supposed the firm had rendered the 
service, but, knowing this firm had reu 
dered the State no service whatever, 
and feeling that anything paid them 
vould be a donation or gift from the 
State, I vetoed the appropriation and re- 
fused to permit them to draw the money. 

The payment of this claim was also 
protested by the Capitol Commission. 
My veto of this item, when the general 
appropriation bill was delivered to me, 
is in words and figures as follows: ‘Sec- 
tion 78, the item contained therein ap- 
propriating the sum of $16,000 to William 
G. Kelly and Henry B. Kelly, partners.

Myrna Sharlow’s ptayene or Margue- 
rite in ‘‘Faust’’ last night was in the 
nature of a public rehearsal rather than 
a performance, for she declared, and it 
was not hard to believe, that this was 
her first appearance in the role. There- 
fore, any serious attempt at dramatiz- 
ing the part, or at facial expressiveness, 
or at reflecting the emotions of the 
play ig the voice, was neither expected 
nor forthcoming. 

But the quality of her .voice, clear 
and sweet, won general commendation, 
and even Chevalier Angelini, the com- 
pany’s musical director, who is chary 
of compliments, congratulated her upon 
her singing.

E.V.SELLECK GETS 


TWO YEARS ON A, 


CHARGE OF FRAUD 


Attorney Represented Building 


Firm as Worth $100,000 to 
Get Trust Deed Signatures. 


Eliroy V. Selleck, an attorney, Was 


convicted and sentenced to two years in 
the penitentiary late yesterday after- 
noon by a jury in Judge Kimmel's court 
on charges of obtaining signatures to a 


deed of trust by false pretenses, The 
jury deliberated three hours. 

Testimony heard in the case showed 
‘hat the Great Western Construction 
Co., of which Selleck was secretary, had 
been represented as a $100,000 corpora- 
tion to Rudolph Linke and his wife, 
who gave a deed of trust on a lot on 
which the construction company agreed 
to erect a dwelling. The prosecution 
contended the company had no capital 
and was insolvent at the time the deal 
was made with the Linkes. 

The case went to the jury after Judge 
Kimmel had overruled a demurrer to 
dismiss the case on the ground that 
Selleck’s connection with the transac- 
tion had not been proven. An appeal 
was taken from the jury verdict. 

Selleck was released on $2000 bond, 
pending action on the appeal. 

Linke, the testimony showed, was 
induced by a solicitor for Selleck’s com- 
pany to execute a deed of trust on his 
property for 34000 with the understand- 
ing that the company would build a 
house on the ground. The house was 
constructed, but of inferior material, 
and had about $2000 worth of mechan- 
ics’ liens against it when it was turned 
over to Linke. The deed he had given 
was hypothecated for $300. It was also 
contended the bond the company had 
given was worthless. 

Selleck recently was divorced by his 
wife. He gained notoriety through 
newspaper accounts of a fight between 
himself and his wife for possession of 
their daughter, prior to the divorce,

Anent the proposed segregation ordinance let 
me, on the legal aspect of the proposed ordinance, 
cite just one case—not a separate school case, nor 
a separate coach case, nor yet a separate seat 
case, but a segregation case decided by a United 
States Court, upon the points which must ulti- 
mately control the constitutionality of the pro- 
posed ordinance. 

By the so-called Bingham ordinance the city 
and county of San Francisco provided that all 
Chimese inhabitants should remove from the city 
and county or live in a stated section of the 
In the case of In re Lee Sing, 43 Federal 
Reporter, 359, Judge Sawyer, speaking for the 
court, in declaring this ordinance unconstitutional 
“The 


4 obvious purpose of this order is to forcibly drive 


out a whole community of twenty-odd thousand 
people, old and young, male and female, citizens 


of the United States, bern on the soil, and 
foreigners of the Chinese race, moral ahd immoral, 
good, bad and indifferent, and without respect to 


| éircumstances and conditions, from a whole sec- 
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tion of the city which they have inhabited, and} 


in which they have carried on all kinds of busi- 
ness appropriate to a city, mercantile, manufac- 
turing and otherwise, for more than 40 years. 
Many of them were orn there in their own 
houses, and are citizens of the United States, en- 
titled to all the rights and privileges under the 
Constitution and laws of the United States that 

are lawfully enjoyed by any other citizen of the 
They all, without distinction or 
exception, are to leave their homes and prop- 
erty occupied for nearly a half century, and go, 
either out of the city and county, or to a sec- 
tion within prescribed limits, within the city and 
county not owned by them, or by the city. This, 
besifies being discrimination against the Chinese, 
and unequal in its operation as between them and 
all others, fs simply an arbitrary confiscation of 
their homes and property, a depriving them of 
it, without due process, or any process of lay. 
And what little would be left after abandoning 
their homes and various places of business would 
again be confiscated in compulsorily buying lands 
in the only place assigned to them and which 
they do not own, upon such exorbitant terms as 
the present owners, with the advantage given 
them, would certainly impose. It must be that or 
nothing. There would be no room for freedom 
of action in buying again. They would be com- 
pelled to take any lands, upon any terms,, arbi- 
trarily imposed, or get outside the city and 
county of San Francisco.”

THE .PRESIDENT’S STAND. 

President Wilson's letter to Senator Stone on 
‘the latest submarine issue with Germany clar- 
ifies the atmosphere. He defines his position 
and gives his reasons with such clarity and force 
that there can be no doubt where he stands. 

When Congressmen threatened the President 
with a resolution nullifying his policy in the 
submarine controversy, the Post-Dispatch indi- 
cated the issue as the President defines it and 
pointed out that he could take no other course 
than that he has chosen. His own utterance is 
the best possible defense of his determination to 
stand by neutral rights under accepted interna- 
tional law and usage. The pith of the question 


is in the following paragraphs: 

For my own part, I cannot consent to any 
abridgment of the rights of American eiti- 
sens in any respect. The honor and self-re- 
spect of the nation is involved. We covet 
peace, and shall preserve it at any cost, but 
the loss of honor. To forbid our people to 
exercise their rights for fear we might be 
called upon to vindicate them would be a deep 
humiliation indeed. It would be an implicit, 
all but explicit, acquiescence in the violation 
of the rights of mankind everywhere and of 
whatever nation or allegiance. It would be a 
deliberate abdication of our hitherto proud po- 
sition as spokesmen, even amidst the turmoil 
of war, for the law and the right. It would 
make everything this Government has at- 
tempted and everything that it has achieved 
dyring this terrible struggle of nations mean- 
ingiess and futile. 

It is important to reflect that if in this in- 
stance we allowed expediency to take the 
place of principle, the door would inevitably 
be opened to still further concessions. Once 
accept a single abatement of right and many 
other humiliations would certainly fellow, | 
and the whole fine fabric of international 
law might crumble under our hands, piece by 
piece. What we are contending for in this 
matter ts of the very essence of the things 
that have made America a sovereign nation. 
She cannot yield them without conceding her 
own impotency as a mation and making vir- 
tual surrender of her independent position 
among the nations of the world. 


The statement is convincing not only as to the 
duty of the United States, but as to the conse- 
quences of any other gourse. How long would 
we suffer further aggressions and humiliations? 
How long before the abridgement and violation 
of American rights would lead to popular revolt? 
How long before the inevitable destruction of 
American lives and property would arouse such 
popular resentment that war could not be 
averted ? 

Congressmen who voted to yield our rights and 
abandon international law would find that they 
had forced the country into dishonor and humil- 
iation without gaining the compensation of 
security from war. The consequences would be 
the opposite of their intent and desire. 

We believe the people stand with the President 
in his efforts to avert war and in his determina- 
tion to support right at any cost. We ‘indulge 
the hope that Congress will see the light and 
refrain from the measures which some of the 
leading members contemplated. Fortunately it 
has time to think twice, to come to a realization 
that firmness in a just cause is the only honor- 
able and safe course 
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DR. GORTON’S TWINS. 
While Dr. David Allyn Gorton’s twins, a boy 
and a girl not quite 4 years old, played uncon- 
cernedly in their nursery, their 84-year-old fa- 
ther, founder of the Eugenic Society, peacefully 
died of general debility in the next room, having 
been il] only two days. 
The twins are, it is said, fine specimens of hu- 
manity. Dr. Gorton having been a sturdy, healthy 
man, and Bertha Rehbein, whom he chose as his 
second wife because of her physical strength, 
good health and sound ancestry, being an ideal 
mother from the Eugenic point of view.

Gorton was prepared to enjoy his triumph and 
begin the task of rearing his perfect offspring 
after his own theories and under his own super- 
vision, he dies, leaving of himself hardly a mem- 
ory for these perfect. babies. 
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THE EVOLUTION OF AN IDEA.

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SEGREGATION ‘‘DONT’S’’.

Don’t vote for legal discrimination on account 
ef race, color, nationality or religion. 

Don’t vote for any law that violates fundamen- 
tal American principles of equality, justice and 
liberty. 

Don’t vote down the rights of any citizen or 
class of citizens. : 

When we sacrifice principle to prejudice and 
right to interest, we undermine the foundations 
of the republic and menace the rights of all cit- 
izens. 
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DENTAL WORK ON THE SHERMAN LAW. 

The Can Trust stands virtually convicted before 
the United States District Court; but sentence is 
deferred during good behavior. The Court will 
retain jurisdiction in case “there should be a 
renewal of monopolistic or restraint of trade prac- 
tices.”” The Court’s “frank reluctance” to de- 
stroy so finely an adjusted industrial machine,” 
coupled with the recognition that the defendant 
corporation had, by compliance with law in late 
years, lived down the guilty acts proven, was re- 
sponsible for the Court’s—indecision, may we call 
it? 

The last tooth seems to have been pulled from 
the punitive clause of the Sherman act, if 
courts charged with its enforcement are willing 

to let bygones be bygones and judge defendants 
their present and future conduct. By implica- 
tion the Can case establishes the proposition that 
the successful criminal may enjoy respectability 
and reap in peace the fruits of his criminality. 
The trust which violated the express law of the 
land, absorbed competitors, fixed prices and drove 
independent competitors from the field may re- 
form after the necessity for criminal conduct no 
longer exists, and plead its success, its prosperity 
and efficiency in bar of punishment. 

To be sure, a court guided by common sense 
would feel reluctance to destroy a finely adjusted 
and highly useful industrial machine. Further- 
more by retaining jurisdiction the Court may in- 
sure a reasonable compliance with law by this 
particular defendant. But it is the Judge of the 
District Court who, acting in his discretion, has 
made such “law” as this—and not the law-making 
body of the land. The Sherman act is a dead 
fetter if considerations of expediency outweigh 
it. Shouid not Congress decide whether it is ex- 
pedient to lay it aside? The repeal of laws by ju- 
dicial interpretation is destructive of the force of 
law and the efficacy of the judicial system. 

Would the punishment of a trust for past crime 
necessarily mean its destruction, as Judge Rose 
intimates? Certainly there is some punishment 
short of capital punishment provided for in the 
Sherman act. A “finely adjusted industrial ma- 
chine” should be able to stand a reasonable fine 
without giving up the ghost. 
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The peace whispers, if there are any, are hope- 
lessly lost in the continued cannonade. 
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A NEW CONGRESSMAN’S DISTINCTION. 

The most vigorous opponent of the bill in- 
creasing by several millions the pension pay- 
ments on account of the Spanish War was Con- 
gressman Frank James of Houghton, Mich., a 
veteran of that war. He declared that the terms 
on which pensions for service in the 98 un- 
pleasantness are obtainable are in some cases 
easier than those governing pensions for hard 
service in the 61-65 unpleasantness. 

Referring to the claim that organizations of 
Spanish War survivors defeated the candidacy 
for the Supreme Court in New York of Chair- 


tee, he charged that many of those organizations 
are controlled to a regretted extent by politi- 
cians. He defied them. 

Mr. James is the man who opposes public 
dulldings not recommended by the department 
as desirable in view of the volume of business 
to be cared for and on this ground even opposed 
a public building for his home town.
